filed  their  aflSdavit  iu  his  office.  Notwitlistand- 
iiig  ail  this,  the  clerk  did  not  give  3Ir.  Fe  h  as 
a  certificate ;  but  gave  one  to  Peter  yllUn.  the 
democratie  candidate  who  liad  the  next  highest 
number  of  votes.  Whether  Mr.  Allen  will,  un¬ 
der  such  circumstances,  goto  Albany,  and  take 
a  seat  in  the  assembly,  remains  to  be  seen.— 
That  he  ought  not  to  hold  it,  we  have  never  had 
a  doubt — and  that  hvwill  not,  is  almost  certain.

The  undersigned  regret,  that  h  sense  of  duty  '•om- 
pcls  them  fo  ask  your  attention  to  any  reply  from 
them,  to  a  late  piihlicaiion,  which  appeared  in  a  sup¬ 
plement  to  the  National  Advocate  of  the  i?5ih  ultimo, 
which  is  styled,  “  Refutation  of  the  charges  ]»referrefl 
against  llis  Excellency  Daniel  D.  Tompkins  in  rcla- 
tmn  to  the  loan  of  400,000  dollars,”  Rc.,and  which  is 
signed  hy  Henry  Rutgers,  Cadwalladar  D.  Colden, 
and  >thers. 

The  misapprehension  and  misrepresentation  of 
facts,  however  unintenlional,  reigning  throughout  the 
whole  of  that  publication,  require  fi*otn  them  expla¬ 
nation  and  correction. 

The  report  wliich  the  undersigned,  in  (heir  official 
capacity,  as  members  of  the  L’ommittee  of  Defence 
of  the  city  of  New-York,  presented  to  the  corpora- 
tiou  on  the  20th  day  of  November  last,  and  which 
was  brought  before  the  public,  without  any  direction 
from  that  laxly,  was  not  framed  as  a  “  charge  against 
Governor  Tompkins,  intended  to  impeach  his  con¬ 
duct,**  as  is  intimated  in  the  publication  in  question 
To  stamp  it  with  such  a  character,  is  bfith  incorrect 
and  unjust.  The  oommiltee  had,  until  that  report, 
been  studiously  silent  as  to  the  transaction  with  his 
Excellency.  Had  they  all  been  his  intimate  political 
friends,  they  could  not  have  treated  him  with  more 
delicacy  and  respect  His  omitting  to  deliver  the 
treasury  notes  agreeably  to  his  engagement,  thongh 
it  excited  unpleasant  sensations,  in  the  minds  of  the 
commiuee,  was  never  proroulged,  even  to  tlie  corpo¬ 
ration,  until  they  were  compelled  to  doit  by  embar¬ 
rassing  circumstances,  consequent  upon  thai  {'allure. 
They  then,  and  for  the  fiiwt  time,  communicated  it 
to  the  {ommou  ('ounoil  with  closed  doors,  and  in  a 
maonei^  the  most  delicate. 


The  corporation,  in  .tbe  lartie  spirit,  and  with  th# 
same  secreev ,  unhesitatingly  took  the  necessary  mea« 
sures  to  relieve  the  committee  from  their  einbarraa- 
inents.  All  appeared  solieitausto  conceal  the  traua* 
action  from  public  view  ;  and  the  committee  patient¬ 
ly  persevered  in  their  endeavors  to  close  the  transse- 
lion.  So  persuaded  were  they  that  a  satisfactory 
adjustment  would  still  take  place,  that  they  postpon- 
cfl  their  final  report  on  the  subject  of  ttieir  general 
operations,  until  the  public  interest  in  those  transac¬ 
tions  had  nearly  subsided,  and  until  the  approxima¬ 
tion  of  the  period  at  which  the  seat#  of  some  of  them 
would  be  vacated,  forbade  any  further  delay  Thw 
Committee  had  been  desirous  to  submit  to  their  eon- 
stitueuts,  atone  view,  a  complete  exhibit  of  the  mill¬ 
ion  loan,  and  of  the  adjustment  of  that  made  to  hia 
Excellency.

**  Considering  tbe  importance  of  this  city  as  th« 
commercial  emporium  of  a  great  portion  of  the  Uni¬ 
ted  States,  its  particular  exposure  to  attack  and  thw 
Calamitous  consequences  whii  h  must  result  the  ho¬ 
nor,  prosperity,  and  tbe  fin.snccs  of  the  eotmOy, 
in  case  a  sttaacssful  attack  ahonUll  Ihi  un  It,  ip# 
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are  unanlmousYj’  of  opinion  that  the  contemplated 
c:  ll  outfit  to  einbt'ace  at  least  twent}  thousand  men. 
The  fate  ol  Washington  ought  to  redouble  our  exer¬ 
tions  and  to  teach  us  not  to  commit  the  destiny  of 
this  place  to  hazard.

For  the  purpose  of  explaining  and  correcting  the 
misapprehensiunsand  misrepresentations  contained  in 
this  lirst  allegation,  the  undersigned  are  under  the 
necessity  of  presenting  to  the  public  a  brief  historical 
sketch  of  the  transacti«»ns  of  the  summer  an<l  fail  of 
ISH,  taken  from  ofhcial  doeumenfs. 

On  the  lithday  of  .Inly,  1814,  a  committee  of  the 
corporation,  composed  of  the  flon.  l)e  Witt  Clinton, 
and  Aldermen  Fish  and  Wendover,  in  pursuance  of 
a  refeiTiice  made  to  them  on  the  Cth  day  of  that 
month,  reported  to  that  laxly  sundry  measures  which 
they  deemed  necessary  to  be  taken  fur  the  defeuce  of 
tills  city,  then  cohsitlered  in  danger  of  an  attack. — 
This  I’cport  recommended,  among  other  things,  the 
establishment  of  hirlificii  camps,  the  one  on 

Uarlsein  Heights  and  the  other  on  those  of  lirookly.n;” 
and  the  corporation  “  Resolved^  that  his  excellency 
the  Governor  lie  respectfully  requested  to  call  out  for 
the  defence  of  this  city,  under  the  authority  yiven  to 
him  under  the  militia  laxs^  a  competent  nuinher  of 
militia  to  occupy  the  proposed  camps;  and  that  the 
corporation  will  loan  the  necessary  funds,  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  j§;500,00o,  to  be  reimbursed  by  the  Stute^* 
This  report  and  resolution  were  unanimously  appro- 
red  ;  and  a  committee,  composed  of  Aldermen  Fish, 
and  Wendover,  were  appointed  to  coramuuicate  the 
same  to  his  cxuelleficy.  Jlis  excellency  declined  com^ 
plying^ -viUh  thisre^iuest  a  committee,  who  were 
ap{M>iiited  on  the  same  14lh  day  of  July,  composed 
of  Akierman  Mapes  and  Smith,  to  proceed  to  Wash¬ 
ington,  and  represent  to  Uie  President  of  the  United 
States  the  defenceless  state  of  the  city,  were  in  con¬ 
sequence  of  his  declining,  charged  by  the  conimlltee 
of  tiefence  with  making  an  arrangement  for  procur¬ 
ing  amilitiaforce  from  the  Uniteil  iMales  government. 
This  committee  having  returned  from  Washington, 
reported,  among  other  things,  to  the  corporation,  on 
the  2l)th  July,  tliat  they  had  had  an  interview  with 
the  President,  and  also  with  the  Secretary  at  war, 
■who  had  agreed  to  “  call  iiitoiraineiliate  service  three 
thousand  militia  (the  number  contemplated  by  the 
board)  to  be  considered  as  part  of  the  state’s  quota;” 
and  who  had  also  agreed  that  “  the  troops  would  be 
furnished  with  subsistence  and  camp  equipage,  hut 
their  monthly  pay  was  to  be  advanced  by  tlie  corpora¬ 
tion,  who  were  again  to  receivept  from  the  general 
government  ”  In  consequence  of  this  arrangement 
with  the  President,  his  excellency,  by  general  orders 
dated  August  4th,  on  a  requisition  by  the  anthoHty 
of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  ordered  into 
service  the  three  thousand  militia,  under  Generals 
Heermanre  and  Haight,  and  which  were  stationed 
soon  after  at  Hterlem  and  Brooklyn. 

From  these  facts,  it  appears  that  his  excellency  did 
Hot  call  out  the  /Srs/ detachment  of  militia  on  the**iii- 
tiroatinn”  of  the  corporation,  but  in  obedience  to  a 
peremptory  requisition  fi*om  the  United  Slates,^  and 
that  the  Only  stipulation  in  this  case,  on  the  part  of 
the  corporation,  was  for  their  monthly  p(tyof\f\  not  for 
their  subsistence  aud  that  not  to  his  excellency 


but  to  the  president  of  the  U.  States.  Tliey  had,  it 
is  true,  on  the  14th  of  July,  otVered  to  loan  the  neces¬ 
sary  funds  to  hi3  excellency,  not  exceeding  00, 

oil  the  faith  of  the  state,  it  his  excellency  would  call 
out  an  adequate  force,  by  authority  of  the  stal*  ;  hut 
as  his  excellency  declined  the  responsibility,  the  stip¬ 
ulation  was  ofc«nirse  at  an  end. 

Matters  continued  in  this  state  until  intelligence 
reached  this  city,  of  the  full  of  Washington,  when  the 
alarm  incre.asing,  the  committee  of  defence,  w  bo  had 
repeatedly  requested  both  his  excellency  and  gtarral 
Leu  is  to  ])rovide  an  additional  force,  on  the ‘-i7lh  of 
August,  passed  a  formal  resolution,  “  that  his  excel¬ 
lency  the  governor,  major-general  Lewis,  commodore 
Decatur  and  l)riga(iier-gcnei*Ml  Swift,  be  respectfully 
requested  to  suggest  to  the  cwinmitlee  such  further 
provisions  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  defence  ot  this 
city,  in  order  that  the  committee  may,  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Common  Council,  on  Moiulay  next, 
[the  ‘Jili3  lay  such  information  before  them,  with  a 
view  that  they  may,  to  the  utmost  extent  of  their 
ability,  make  such  aiTangeineiits  as  may  he  recom¬ 
mended,  ami  as  the  crisis  demands.” 

\  copy  of  this  resolution  was  sont  to  each  of  the 
gentlemen  mentioned  in  it 

In  I'eply  to  this  reference,  generals  Swift  anti  Lew¬ 
is,  on  the  ^9ih,  the  former  by  letter,  the  latter  ver- 
bally,  gave  it  as  their  o]>iiiioii  that  *20,0(Ki  militia  should 
be  embodied  at  New-York.  On  the  same  da}  the 
Committee  formally  deputed  their  Chairman  and 
Mr.  Niichie,  “  to  wait  upen  his  excellency  and  urge 
upon  him  the  necessity  of  calling  out  into  actual  ser¬ 
vice  a  larger  number  of  militia.”  The  Committee, 
on  the  same  morning,  received  the  answer  of  the 
Governor  to  these  applications,  in  which  he  states, 
among  other  things,  “  1  beg  leave  to  inform  the  cor¬ 
poration,  that  1  have  it  in  contemplation  to  assemble 
iniinedialely,  an  tuhlilioqal  number  ot  I0,i>(K)  militia 
at  this  place;  and  beg  their  zealous  co-operation  in 
procuring^  quarters  and  other  accommodations  for 
them  Orders  to  that  eilect  will  go  out  immediate- 
ly  ” 

On  the  receipt  of  tliis  letter,  the  committee  imme¬ 
diately,  on  the  same  day,  and  in  answer  to  it,  wrote 
to  his  excellency  the  letter  herein  before  inserted  — 
In  this  letter,*  the  committee  express  their  unani¬ 
mous  opinion,  **  that  the  contemplated  cull  ought  to 
embrace  at  least  ‘20, (KX)  men  and  they  assure  his 
excellency  ”  of  the  zealous  co-operation  of  the  Cor- 
{Kiration  in  all  measures  calculatee  to  promote  the 
public  security  ” 

On  the  jsame  day,  also,  with  a  view  of  redeeming 
this  pledge,  the  Committee  prepared  and  made  .a  re¬ 
port  to  the  Corpwation,  in  which  they  state  their 
“  regret,  that  they  are  under  the  necessity  of  inform¬ 
ing  the  board,  that  from  all  the  information  they  caa 
obtain,  it  is  reiluced  to  a  certainty,  that  the  expense 
of  whatever  addition.al  defences  may  be  necessary  for 
the  city,  both  as  to  the  erection  of  works  and  payings 
provisioning  and  accommodating  men  for  our  defence^ 
must  be  derived  from  our  own  resources,  or  not  ob¬ 
tained  at  all.  If  this  city  is  to  be  defended  against 
hostile  attack,  the  (Corporation  must  provide  ihc 
funds  in  the  first  place,  and  look  to  the  general  state 
government  for  an  indemnihcation.  The  Committee

as  appears  fi'om  the  transcript  of  it  in  the  minnteo 
of  the  committee  of  that  day,  in  which  it  is  dated 
“  Jiugust  and  is  the  commumeution  which  the 

committee,  in  their  report  of  that  day  to  the  corpo¬ 
ration,  allude  to,  when  they  inform  that  body,  that 
they  have  on  the  recommendation  of  the  miliuny 
commanders  of  the  United  States,  {^Generals  Lewis 
and  Swift)  rrqnetitei\  hisexcellencyforthivitk  to  call 
out  ^0,0uu  additional  militiaP 
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kare  therefore  requested  of  his  excellency  the  Gor- 
ernor,  an  the  recommentlution  of  the  military  com- 
mander  of  the  United  States,  torlhu'iih  to  call  out 
aJdttional'^ilitia  for  the  defence  of  this  city.” 
They  add,  “  they  hare  taken  this  step  under  a  con¬ 
viction,  that  the  board  would  sanction  the  measure  ; 
feeling;  also  its  necessity,  and  being  sensible  that  the 
present  crisis  admits  of  no  delay.”  They  then  re¬ 
commend  to  the  Common  Council  **  with  a  view  of 
meeting  the  expenses  into  which  the  calamitous  state 
of  the  country,  and  the  duty  of  self  defence,  had  dri¬ 
ven  them,  to  authprise  a  loan  to  be  opened  for  a. sum 
not  exceetlin^  one  milliuns  of  dollars  f  and,  at  such 
n  crisis  as  this,  many  necessary  things,  may  suggest 
themselves,  or  be  suggested  to  the  Committee,  which 
may  require  cxpe<iition  in  the  accomplishment,  the 
CoTTimittce  respectfully  rccnmiiiend  that  they  be 
authorised  to  execute  those  measures  wiihoiit  express 
delegation  of  power  for  the  purpose  ”  The  Commit¬ 
tee  w'ere  immediately  clothed  with  ike  full  {towers, 
requested  by  them,  and  the  finance  committee  were 
instructed  to  take  the  necessary  measures  to  raise  the 
loan  of  §5l,0Ul).00o  for  the  general  p«r{»o8es  of  de¬ 
fence  ;  to  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee. 

'I’hus  did  the  Cor{>oralion  instantly  redeem  the 
pledge  made  in  their  b  half,  by  the  committee,  in 
their  letter  to  his  excellency  “  zealously  to  co-ope 
rate  with  him  in  all  measures  calculated  to  promote 
^e  public  security.’*  And  that  too,  merely  upon  an 
intimation  of  his  Rxcelleiicy,  extending  no  further 
than  the  cxfiression  of  Ids  wish,  for  their  zealous  co¬ 
operation  “  in  procuring  quarters  and  other  accom- 
Modations”  for  the  militia,  when  they  should  arrive. 

At  the  same  meeting  of  the  Common  Council, 
when  these  measures  were  resolved  on,  the  following 
letter  from  Major  General  Lewis  was  received  and 
read. 

**  Head  Quarters,  28th  Aug- 1814, 

“  Gentlemdn — Helieving  that  this  district  is  threat¬ 
ened  with  invasion,  within  the  meaning  of  my  in¬ 
structions  of  the  12th  ult,  I  have  determined  to  call 
on  the  Governor,  for  the  full  amount  of  this  States 
qnota  ut  militia  consisting  of  thirteen  thousand  five 
hundred,  to  be  immediately  placed  at  my  disposal  8c 
brotight  to  this  city.  1  have  also  determined  in  like 
manner  to  call  on  New-Jersey  for  its  proportion, 
which  is  5000.  To  sup{>ly  rations  for  such  a  force  for 
GO  days,  will  require  the  sum  of  ^-220,000,  exclusive 
of  camp  equipage,  quarters,  fuel,  8ic.  The  public 
departments  here  are  peimylcss,  and  I  must  apidy  to 
the  patriotism  of  the  coiqjoralion  to  raise  the  neces¬ 
sary  funds,  in  the  first  instance,  not  doubting  the  go¬ 
vernment  will  in  due  time  reimburse  its  advances 
’I’he  preservation  of  this  city  will  certainly  justify  the 
measure,  and  the  safest  and  surest  mean  of  securing 
it,  against  invasion,  is  complete  preparatibii  for  its 
defence.  1  hope  the  fall  of  Washington  will  be  to  us 
an  useful  lesson.”

On  the  30th,  the  Committee  received  a  lett.jrfrom 
GcnendXcwis,  in  which  he  stated,  that  h^  had  made 
a  requisition  for  16,000  additional  troops,  and  that 
quarters  would  be  necessary  for  them,  as  there 
would  be  tents  only  for  8000. 

'ro  this  the  following  answer  w’as  immediately  sent. 

New-York,  Aug.  30,  1814. 
Sir — I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  re¬ 
ceipt  of  your  letter  of  this  day  and  to  inform  you 
that  it  anords  {leculiar  satisfaction  to  the  committee, 
to  learn,  that  so  respectable  a  force  is  ordered  for  the 
deleoce  of  the  city.  Early  attention  has  been  paid 
to  the  providing  quarters  for  the  men  as  they  arrive. 
Barracks  will  be  created  forthwith,  and  the  commit- 
would  advise  that  delachioeats  as  large  as  can 


j  with  convenience  be  accommodated,  be  stationed 
I  with  the  regular  troops  at  their  respective  stations.

The  committee  had  again  anticipated  the  wishes  qf 
the  Genei'al. 

With  regard  to  this  event,  the  cidling  out  of  this 
second  and  last  body  of  militia  (it  comprising  with 
the  d4KX),  then  in  the  field,  ail  the  militia  weich 
were  embodied  in  the  vicinity  of  New-York  in  18l4«) 
it  is  to  be  observed,  that  his  excellency  did  not  make 
this  call  on  the  responsibility  of  the  corporation.  He 
did  not  act  until  he  had  received  a  pei'emptory  requi¬ 
sition  from  the  United  States  commander.  This  is 
evident  from  the  foregoing  documents,  rfnd  also 
from  the  “  General  Oitlers”  under  which  it  was 
called,  which  were  dated  Aug  ‘.’9th,  and  stated  the 
call  to  be  **  pursuant  to  a  requisition.” 

Neitlier  did  the  corporation  on  this  occasion,  atipa- 
late  with  his  Excellency  “  that  they  would  furnish 
the  necessary  funds  for  their  pay  and  stibsistcnce.”— 
He  did  not  even  request  them  to  do  so.  He  begg^ 
their  eo-0{>eraiion  :  “  in  procuring  quarters  Joid 
other  accommodatio'is”  for  the  militia,  which  he  was 
reqiiireil  to  call  out  hy  a  legally  authorised  agent  of 
the  United  Slates.  I’he  determination  of  the  corpo¬ 
ration  to  extend  their  hmn  from  .>011,000  to  one  luil- 
lion  of  dollars,  for  the  general  purposes  of  defence, 
was  a  gratuiioris  act  on  their  part,  one  which  they 
w  ere  not  obliged,  except  by  duty  to  their  lonstitu- 
ents,  then  almost  derelict  the  governmeut,  who 
were  bound,  but  were  tlien  unable,  to  pro’eet  them. 

As  soon  astlie  committee  were  in  funds,  fi*t>in  the 
loans  ordered  by  the  common  coined  ;  they  experi¬ 
enced  the  troth  of  (jeiieral  Lewi.s*  declaration,  that 
the  public  departments  were  pennyless.  They  bad 
numerous  ap{>licatioiis  for  money,  [iresented  to  Lh.m, 
from  tlie  contractor,  the  quarter-master,  the  {>ay- 
master,  8cc.  &«.  As  no  arrangement  had  >rt  b»*en 
made  with  the  United  Stutes,  as  to  the  manner  in 
which  this  money  was  to  he  dish^irsed,  so  as  to  m::ke 
them  liable  to  reimhorse  it,  and  as  the  ai>plic.Mtions 
and  necessities  were  pres.sing  he  admitted  ol  no  delay, 
the  only  mode  the  committee  could  fix  on,  wa  to  re¬ 
fer  the  applicants  to  General  Lewis,  whose  requisi¬ 
tions  oil  their  behalf,  they  agreed  to  pay,  coi.fiding  in 
the  justice  of  the  United  States,  that  those  advances 
would  be  allowed  in  a  final  settlement  witli  them— • 
A  committee  composed  of  Messrs.  King  and  Brack¬ 
ett,  were,  sent,  some  lime  after  to  VVashington  tu 
ari*ange  with  the  government  the.  manner  in  which 
the  disbursements  wei’e  to  be  made,  and  what  vouch¬ 
ers,  it  would  be  necessary  to  take,  in  order  to  hate 
their  advances  allowed.  Those  gentlemen  on  their 
return,  i*e{iorted  to  the  Common  Council  on  the 
26lli  September,  that  the  only  practicable  ir.o<le  in 
which  the  money  could  be  disbursed  and  the  United 
States  made  responsible  therefor,  was,  for  the  corpo¬ 
ration  to  de{)Osit  the  money  in  some  bank  to  the 
credit  of  the  United  States,  according  to  the  roles  of 
the  Treasury  Department,  from  thence  to  be  di^imr- 
sed,  in  the  mode  and  accortliug  to  the  forms  of  that 
de{}artmeRt  and  of  the  War  Departtceut,  and  to  re¬ 
ceive  therefore  stock  of  the  United  Siiites.  These 
terms  being  unsatisfactory  to  the  corporation,  as  put- 
j  ting  the  whole  mone^  bey  ond  their  control,  wei'e  not 
accepted,  and  negociations  yvere  continued  hetw’wen 
the  committee  and  the  Secretary  at  War  for  the  ob¬ 
taining  of  more  satisfactory  ones,  until  the  22d  of 
November,  when  Mr.  Mimroe  wrote  his  letter  to 
Governor  Torn{>kins  contained  ia  the  •*  refota- 
TiON,”  and  from  which  also,  it  appears  that  ti»oi|c 
negociations  had  not  then  terminated  The  commit, 
tee;  however,  continued  their  disbursements  on  the 
requisitions  of  Generals  Lerwis  and  Swiit»  oader  tfie 
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Ante  general  confideiKet  that  the  acts  of  those  ofR* 
cers  Hould  be  sHiicrioued  by  ihe  govern nient. 

^lut  uf  this  (uiitl  ot'oiie  million  of  clollai’&,the  troops 
^ere  paid  and  subsisted,  tents  were  furnished,  arms 
smd  ammunition  were  provided,  barrack*  and  forti¬ 
fications  were  erected,  the  contractor,  the  quarter¬ 
master,  tlie  commissary  of  ordoiinanc-e,  and  in  fact  all 
the  departments  were  lurnisiied  with  money  upon 
aueh  requisitions  upon  this  general  faith.  Tins  was 
the  state  of  things  when  his  Excellency  Governor 
Tompkins,  after  superceding  General  Lewis,  in  the 
eommand  of  this  district,  addressed  tlie  following  let- 
tw  to  the  committee  :

••  Gemti.emsn— -No  method  having  been  yet  es- 
iablisindhy  Mhicbthe  pay  for  the  militia  in  service 
liere  may  he  regularly  drawn  and  advanced,  1  am  un¬ 
able  to  satisfy  their  w  ants  or  to  discharge  the  amount 
due^  to  some  of  them,  whose  tour  of  three  months 
czpir^  yesterday'  ;  and  who  may  be  discharged  with 
propriety  in  a  few  days.  1  therefore  heg  leave  to 
fisk  ot*  the  Committee  whether  they  will  ad\ance  to 
Samuel  Edmonds,  principal  paymaster  of  the  mili¬ 
tia,  upon  my  requisition,  the  reipiisite  fundcv  with  a 
Imoiolcdge  that  J  have  received  no  regular  au/Aor'i- 
1^  or  specific  instructions  to  make  such  requisition, 
and  without  involving  me  in  any  personal  responsibi¬

It  was  to  this  letter,  that  the  Committee  of  De- 1 
fence  returned  to  his  excellency  their  answer  of  the 
aamedate;  which  is  published  in  the  “  ketuta- 
TIOn”  without  the  letter  which  drew  it  forth,  and 
in  which  the  Committee  informed  his  excellency  (in 
terms  similar  to  those  used  in  answer  to  similar  ap¬ 
plications  from  his  predecessor  in  command)  that 
th*  y  Would  “most  cheerfully  advance  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  any  sum  which  his  excellency  might  be  pleaseil 
to  t.iake  specific  reqa'sition  on  them  for,  in  firm  con^ 
Jidence  that  the  same  xeiil  be  reimbursed  on  a  Jinal 
^Htlement  with  the  United  States  **  Their  great  o*  - 
ject  being,  in  tlie  onsettled  state  of  the  transaction 
*'with  the  government,  to  obtain  from  their  high  and 
vesponsible  ofiicers,  the  best  voucherafor  the  exi>end- 
iiure  of  the  moue^  committed  to  their  charge,  that 
the  nature  of  the  case  w  orki  afford. 

The  a)>ove  is  a  faithful'  narrative  af  events  antece¬ 
dent  to  the  loan  to  his  excellency  of  ||5‘^00,0()0  It 
appears  from  it  Chat  his  Excellency  did  not  call  out 
^ny  of  the  Militia  on  the  responsibility  oftliecorpo- 
latiou,  but  it  was  wanted  for  peremptory  requisi. 
tions  from  the  United  States  ;  it  also  appears  that 
the  only  specific  pledge  of  the  corporation  which  was 
jicoeptcd  anterior  to  the  million  loan  was  to  pay  the 
monthly  pay  of  the  3000  troops  oalleil  out  early  in 
summer,  on  the  requisition  of  the  United  States, 
jmd  that  after  that  period  their  pledge  was  only  a 
general  one  “zealously  to  co-operate  topi*omote  the 
public  security.*’  And  surely  this  pledge  was  fully 
redeemed,  when  they  engaged  the  credit  of  the  city 
to  the  araiwint  of  1,000,000  of  dollars,  for  the  general 

{urposes  of  defence  ;  when  they  disbursed  that  sum 
•eely  and  liberally  as  long  as  it  lasted,  on  the  unau¬ 
thorized  requisitions  of  the  military  commanders, 
for  every  purpose,  (within  the  scope  of  their  autho¬ 
rity)  which  was  recommended  by  those  commanders 
US  conducive  to  the  “  public  security  and  when 
^ey  did  this  too,  merely  on  ihe  general  faith  that 
the  United  States  -would  hereafter  reimburse  them 
for  those  advances.  The  United  States  did  honoi  a- 
my  redeem  that  faith  :  and  though  at  the  time  tlie 
•orporation  agreed  to  take  their  stock  at  8U  per 
when  it  WM  selling  in  the  market  forrs,  the 


prospect  WHS  but  a  gloomy  one  of  their  being  f\i%  re¬ 
imbursed,  )«t  by  tlie  suiiles  of  Pnohleiice  in  n-stuf. 
ing  peace  to  our  then  unhappy  country,  and  the  sub. 
sequent  rise  of  public  credit,  the  comnattee  were  en¬ 
abled  not  only  to  i  efund  to  the  corpurutiou  the  k- 
monnr  entrusted  to  their  charge,  but  to  retui  u  it 
with  increase 

Although  no  pretence,  w  as  ever  set  up,  until  re-' 
cei.tly,  that  they  were  pledged  to  any  further  ad¬ 
vances;  the  corporation  did  not  stop  short  in  their 
co-operations  for  the  public  security,  even  after 
they  had  expended  the  million  of  dollars  ; 
of  which  had  gone  lo  tlie  pay  of  the  militia  and  above 
•28(),tXX)  dollars  to  their  Hubsistence  and  comfort. 

In  the  latter  part  of  Noveml>er,  IK14,  bis  excellen¬ 
cy  having  received  from  the  Secretary  at  War,  a 
large  amount  of  Trcasui-y  Notes  “  to  be  converted 
into  money,”  before  any  application  to  the  commit¬ 
tee  of  defence  or  corporation,  applied  to  several  of 
the  hanks  toprocuie  loans  on  the  deposit  of  those 
notes,  for  the  purpose,  as  he  represented,  of  paying 
the  militia,  then  about  to  be  disbanded  His  appli¬ 
cations  were  at  first  rejected,  as  it  is  believed,  by  all, 
(but  the  .Manhattan  Gompany,  who  loaned  him 
^100,(100)  on  the  ground  that  they  could  not  e.\(cii(l 
their  loans,  without  the  consent  of  the  otlier  iiistiia- 
lions.  The  subject  of  these  applications  came  be¬ 
fore  the  general  committee  of  the  banks,  who  about 
the  7th  of  December,  authorised  mdi\idual  banks  to 
loan  to  bis  excellency  for  the  puiqK>ees  above  mention¬ 
ed.  Afterwards  on  the  lOth  of  the  same  montu  they 
appointed  a  sub-corn mitlce  to  wait  on  the  mayor,  to 
inform  him  that  the  banks  would  loan  to  the  corpo¬ 
ration  such  further  sums  as  might  he  wanted  for  tlie 
same  objects.  This commuuicatiou  was  made,  with¬ 
out  any  previous  application  on  the  part  of  the  cor¬ 
poration,  and  the  undersigned  therefore  presumi-,  it 
must  have  originated  in  con.sequcnce  of  the  applica¬ 
tions  of  his  Excellency  liis  excellency  previous  to 
tins  last  date,  had  had  repoatci)  interviews  with  the 
oomiTiittee  of  defence,  and  endeavored  to  induce  them 
to  extend  their  loans  from  the  banks,  w  hicb  he  rep¬ 
resented  as  willing  to  lend  to  the  corporation,  but  not 
to  the  government,  without  their  guarantee.  He 
promised  to  deposit  with  them  treasury  notes  as  se¬ 
curity  The  committee  had  constantly  refused,  uii 
the  ground  that  they  had  no  authority  beyond  the  ex¬ 
penditure  of  the  million  loan,  and  reierred  him  to  the 
corporation,  who  alone  had  the  power.  At  length, 
however,  on  the  1  -thof  December,  the  Mayor,  at  the 
request  of  his  excellency,  stated  to  the  corporation. 

that  he  had  had  a  personal  interview  with  Gover- 
nor  Tompkins,  on  the  subject  of  the  pay  of  the  viilithi 
of  this  city  lately  in  service  ;  that  the  Governor  hail 
stated  that  the  banks  had  oflTcred  to  accommodate 
him  with  a  loan  for  that  purpose,  provuled  it  was 
guaranteed  by  the  corporation  ;  that  for  their  secu¬ 
rity  he  would  deposit  treasury  notes  to  the  amount.” 
Upon  this,  it  was  “  Uesolved,  lhat  it  be  refcrretl  to 
the  Gominittce  of  Defence  to  report  the  terms  of  said 
loan,  and  when  to  be  reimbursetl.” 

Upon  this  referrence  the  committee  had  several 
new  interviews  with  his  Excellency.  When  the 
Governor  waited  on  the  committee,  after  this  refer¬ 
ence,  he  at  first  staled  explicitly  that  the  monty  wns 
wanted  for  the  payment  of  the  militia.  The  commit¬ 
tee  having  expended  nearly  a  million  of  dollars,  were 
mnch  surprized  to  find  that  the  sum  now  asked  fur, 
5540U,0()0,  was  so  much  larger  than  tliey'  had  been 
led  to  expect.  They  sent  a  message  to  Mr.  Edmuiull, 
the  paymaster,  to  ascertain  precisely  how  much  was 
actually  wanted  lo  pay  the  militia,  and  to  whom  it 
was  due  He  returned  a  statement  by  w  lijcli  it  ap¬ 
peared  that  aliont  jgl40,(X)0  was  the  sum  wanted  fur 
the  mi/tVm,  and  about  j59o,()0()  for  those  of  the 
country.  Upon  iLj?,  the  eommittcc  immedialirfy  il** 
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■formed  his  Excellener,  that,  althougli  (hey  were  wil- 
iiiig  to  assist  in  the  pay  of  the  militia,  yet  that  they 
felt  a  great  reluctance  in  recoin  mending  to  the  cor* 
pomtion  to  gp  any  further  in  making  new  loans  ; 
that  the  million  of  dollars  was,  as  he  knew,  exhaust¬ 
ed,  except  about  iOO,lX)0  dollars,  reserved  to. pay  for 
damages  to  private  property,  necessarily  taken  for 
public  uses.  They  then  proposed  that  he  sliould 
meet  the  emergency  by  selling  a  sufficient  amount  of 
treasury  notes  to  pay  the  militia,  and  that  they  would 
make  up  the  loss  from  depreciation  :  at  the  same 
time  observing,  that  they  considered  it  unwise  forlhe 
corporation  to  exhaust  all  the  resoui-ces  of  I  lie  city 
thii  season,  when,  from  all  appearances,  they  had 
every  reason  to  believe  great  e.xertions  would  again 
be  required  in  the  spring.  It  was  then  that,  for  the 
tlrst  time,  the  (xuveriior  made  a  frank  disclosure  of 
the  distress  of  his  iitilUary  district.  He  said  he  must 

advance  two  months  \my  to  the  regular  troops,  who 
had  received  none  since  their  enlistment  ;  that  be¬ 
sides,  he  wanted,  an  account  ol  the  militia,  for  the 
ijuarter- master  5§40,(X)0,  tor  the  commissary 
lor  the  contractor  ^,(XK),  for  contingencies  30,000, 

•  also  for  West  l*oint  the  sum  of  30,0tK) — in  short,  that 
he  coulil  nut  do  with  less  than  ^iOO,CKiO,  for  which 
he  would  deposit  as  a  security  §440, (KX>  of  treasury 
notes,  and  vohmturil^  ofTerctl  his  pledge  to  procure 
further  indemnity  from  the  legislature  against  any 
loss  by  their  depi*eeiation. 

At  length  the  committee-coiisentetl  to  recommend 
the  loan,  and  settled  the  terras  of  it  with  his  Bxcellea. 
cy  on  the  31st  of  December  Of  this  interview  and 
these  terms  the  following  memorandum  was  made  in 
the  minutes  of  the  committee  of  that  day : — 

“  Committee  of  Defence^  Dec  30/,  1814, 

“  Present— Aldermen  Mesier,  Smith,  Mapes, 
Dottghss  ;  Mr.  'J'licher. 

“  The  Governor  waited  upon  the  committee  ami 
stated,  that  there  are  a  nunilier  of  militia  still  unpaid, 
and  eonshlerahle  accounts  for  expenditures  for  the 
militia  yet  unsettled,  for  payment  ot*  which  not  less 
than  foe.r  hundred  thousand  dollars  would  he  requi. 
site  ;  that  the  government  of  the  United  States,  not. 
being  at  present  in  funds,  had  anthorhed  him  to  de^ 
posit  with  -the  corporation  four  hundred  and  forty 
thousand  dollars  in  treasury  notes, ybr  thr  purpose  of 
borroxuing^  the  first  mentioned  sum  from  the  hanks  in 
this  city,  who  had  agreed  to  loan  the  same  to  the  cor- 
iporation  at  6  per' cent  per  annum  interest,  if  loaned 
Tor  *J0  days,  and  at  the  rate  of  7  per  cent  if  for  a  long¬ 
er  term,  at  the  ojition  of  the  government  of  the  Unit¬ 
ed  Stales.  The  governor,  in  addition,  pledged  him¬ 
self  to  use  his  best  endeavors  to  induce  the  legislature 
uf  this  state,  at  their  next  session,  to  indemnify  the. 
Corporation  in  case  of  evenluai  loss  ;  t  hat  is,  if  the 
interest  accruing  on  the  notes,  and  the  ten  per  cent, 
estimated  on  them,  should  not  be  sufficient  to  redeem 
the  loan  in  case  the  United  States’  government  should 
not  do  it  themselves.” 

“  The  preceding  proposition  havintr  been  in  snb^ 
stance  made  to  the  Corporation  at  thetrlast  meeting, 
(on  the  13lh)  and  having  been  referred  by  them  to 
the  Committee,  to  consider  and  report  thereon,  it 
M'as  now  resolved,  that  the  Committee  agree  to  re¬ 
commend  to  the  Common  Council,  tlie  adoption  of 
the  proposition  of  his  excellency  the  governor,  and 
a  report  to  that  effect  was  drafted  and  agreed  to.” 

Tliis  minute  is  in  the  hand  writing  of  Alderman 
Smith,  the  political  friend  of  his  excellency,  who  was 
secretary  to  the  Committee,  and  therefore  cannot  be 
suspected  of  intentional  inaccuracy  ;  and  as  no  alter¬ 
ation  WHS  afterwards  made  in  the  contract  by  the 
corporation,  except  fixing  the  period  for  the  sale  of 
the  notes,  there  can  be  no  ground  for  the  assertion  i 
inthe  “  refutatio:^”  that  the  report  drawn  in 
parsuauce  of  it,  is  “  to  be  taken  us  mauilcsling  the  un¬ 


derstanding  of  only  one  of 'tlie  piftios  la  regard  to 
tke  terms  of  the  loan.” 

The  report  alluded  to  was  presented  to  the  board 
at  a  special  meeting  held  on  the  3.  d,-a«id  after  sobob 
discussion,  the  consideration  thereof  was  postponetl 
until  the  morning  of  the  next  day,  when  the  proptx- 
siiion  contained  in  it,  was  unaniraonsiy  agreed  to,  or 
condition  **  that  the  Corporation  be  at  liberty  to 
the  said  notes,  after  six  months,  for  the  reimburse¬ 
ment  of  tlie  said  1^400,000  and  interest,  in  case  the 
same  be  not  repaid  by  the  U«  S.  or  assnmed  by  the 
state  ”  This-  report  states  that  **  the  following  pro¬ 
positions  had  been  submitted  by  his  excellency  to  the 
Couimkiee,  as  the  best  he  was  authorised  to  make.** 
**  Ist.  'I'hat  he  wiU  dep<>sit  with  the  Corporation 
§440,0(X}  in  Treasury  notes,  as  a  security  for  400,000 
dollars  in  cash,  to  be  borrowed  of  the  banks,  who,  it 
is  understood,  are  willing  to  loan  the  same  to  the  cor¬ 
poration.” 

**  3d.  The  Governor  pledges  himself  to  use  his  en- 
deavoi-s  tO:  procure  an  act  of  the  legislature,  at  their 
nextse8sion,fully  to  indemnify  the  corporation  againit 
any  loss  which  may  be  eventually  sustained  by  depre¬ 
ciation,  or  otherwise  ;  and  entertains  no  doubt  but 
such  a  law  will  be  passed  ” 

'I'liis  report  was  signetl  by  Alderman  M«sier« 
Mapes,  Smith  and  Mr  Tucker,  aud  is  the^me  re¬ 
port  which  the  authors  of  the  i*efutation  say,  “  gives 
a  faithful  Hecount-(«xcepta8  to  the  stipulation  of  thn 
governorin  rdutioii  to  an  act  of  the  le^taturr,)  of 
the  negotiations  and  understanding  of  the  parties  at 
that  time  in  respect  to  the  loan  then  proposed.” 

The  committee  in  this  report,  argue  in  favor  of  tbB 
loan  of  the  Jfi'IOOjOOO  to  his  excellency,  on  ».he  depo¬ 
sit  of  notes  and  the  pledge  of  the  legislature,  on  the 
ground  ol'  good  |>olicy  ;  a  prompt  pay  of  the  dues  o** 
the  militia,  would  be  an  inducement  to  a  cheertu:  at¬ 
tention  on  their  part,  to  future  calls,  which  could  not 
be  expected, should  ihey  return  home  dissatisfied  and 
unpaid.  In  addition,  they  urge  the  fact  of  the  militia 
having  uniformly  t^elied  upon  the  corjmration  for 
their  pay,  thongli  they  had  never  in  fact  stipulated 
for  it,  nor  were  under  nay  es^press  obligation  to  pay 
any  of  them,  e.xcept  the  3,(hK).  The  conurtUtee  do 
not  assert  that  the  corporation  were  under  even  aa 
Aonorm^  obIig:ition  to  pay  the  militia  except  whsft 
might  arise  from  this  reliance  and  their  instnimen- 
tality- in  calling  them  out.  So  that  neither  does  the 
report,  noi'  any  other  tlocuments,  or  fact  in  the  his¬ 
tory  of  the  cam])aign  “  warrant  the  conclusion,”  (w 
asserted  in  the  Refutation)  **  that  the  corporattott 
had,  previously  to 'the  negotiation,  which  gave  risB 
to  the  report  of  the  3'2d  ef  Deysember,  considered 
I  themselves  as  pledged  to  provnle  the  necessary  fuochi 
for  the  monthly  pay  ami  subsistence  of  the  militia 
called  out  for  the  protection  of  the  city,  without  hav¬ 
ing  stiputMtod,  and  without  having  had  in  contemplx^ 
tion  any  other  .security  for  a  reimhurjcraentof  their 
advances  than  the  confidence  expressed  in  their  letter 
to  the  Governor  on  the  19th  of  N^ovember;  thtrt  the 
same  should  be  reimbursed  in  a  final  settlement  leitk 
the  United  States'* 

The  manner  in  which  the  §4(X>,W0  was  dclivetBd 
tO'his^Exccllency  en  the  84th  of  Deceraljcr,  the  rea¬ 
sons  assigned  by  him,  for  notdeliveriug  the  treastxry 
notes,  pursuant  to  his  contract,  and  also  the  suhs^ 
qiient  conversations  and  eominunications  which  pass¬ 
ed  between  the  Committee  and  h«  Excellency,  are 
detailed  at  large  in  their  report  to  the  Corporation  of 
the  30th  of  November  last,  which  is  already  hefere 
the  public. 

When  the  Committee  of  IVfcnce  met  upon  the  re¬ 
ference  to  them  which  drew  forth  this  report,  the  as¬ 
sociates  of  the  undersigned,  Alderman  Smith  and 
llnckniaster  and  Mr.  Assistant  Tucker,  altliO*  duly 
DOlitled,  did  not  attend.  Those  gentloBicii  ace  eoB- 
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tulered  at  among  Vis  Excellence’s  political  friends,  i 
^Vhat  their  luoiivet  for  not  utlendiug  were,  the  un-  < 
dlerwgned  will  not  undertake  to  say.  Probably  they 
did  not  wish  to  join,  in  maktng  a  report,  which  they 
know,  to  be  consistent  with  truth,  must  disclose  a 
iailure  on  the  part  of  his  Excellency,  not  very  honor- 
nble  to  liis  rcputktiim.  The  last  two  gentlemen,  have 
repeatedly  declareil,  in  the  pi’esence  of  the  under¬ 
signed  aud  several  other  gentlemen,  their  distinct  re- 
ootleotion  as  to  one  of  the  inaterial  facts  contained  in 
that  report,  his  ExceileiicY*s  having  staled  to  the 
Committee,  on  the  1st  of  Uecember  and  anterior  to 
It,  that  he  had  in  his  pussession  a  i;trge  amount  of 
Treasury  Notes,*  and  that  he  promised  to  deposit 
with  the  Coramit’ee  5S4'HO,(X)(MAereo/’,  as  a  security 
for  tlie  contemplated  loan  't'liese  gentlemen  were 
absent  from  their  seats  when  the  report  was  present¬ 
ed  to  the  Common  Council.  Mr.  Smith'  was  pre¬ 
sent,  and  stated  publicly  to  the  Board,  as  a  reason  lor 
not  signing  the  repoii,  because  it  stated  the  “  dis' 
tinct  recollection”  ol  the  Oonimiltee  that  the  amount 
erf"  Treasury  Notes  mentioned  by  his  Excellency,  to 
be  in  his  possession,  was  seven  hundred  'and  fifty 
thousand  dollars^  whereas,  his  reeodectlon  did  not 
•erre  him  as  to  the  precise  amount,  though  he  must 
imknowledge  it  was  about  that  sum,  and  at  all  events, 
sufficient  to  make  good  the  deposit* 

The  undersigned  have  thought  them.selves  bound 
to  state  the  admissions  of  those  gentlcineii  as  currubo- 
rating  their  own  recollection,  on  a  subject  in  which 
their  accuracy  has  been  called  in  question.  The  un¬ 
dersigned  also  refer  to  the  Honorable  Dc  Witt  Clin¬ 
ton,  then  mayor,  to  Messrs  Hichard  Furman  and 
Thomas  U  Mercein,  who  were  also  present  at  the 
conversations  with  his  Excellency,  and  have  a  dis¬ 
tinct  recollevtion  of  his  declarations 

The  authors  of  the  “  llefutaiiorC^  have,  with  a 
dianty,  which  the  undersigned  perfectly  appreciate, 
©Iferel  solutions,  on  this  subject,  and  that  of  the  leg¬ 
islative  pledge,  which  is  also  denied. 

They  assert,  the  probability^  “  that  after  the  lapse 
of  nearly  a  year,  the  ooiuinittee  may  have  taken  their 
imoression  as  to  what  the  fiovernor  is  supposed  to 
ha  ve  said  in  relation  to  the  amount  of  the  notes  which 
be  had  in  bis  actual  possesssion,  from  what  appeared 
at  the  foot  of  an  accunut  which  the  Governor  shewed 
to  some  of  them  in  the  course  of  the  last  summer 
end  the  possibiiUy^  that  the  Committee  of  Uelence 
xnay  have  blended  what  OGciM’i*ed  on  the  occasion  of 
the  loan  ol  J5l00,(X)0  to  his  Excellency,  to  pay  the 
Jersey  militia,  in  which  they  admit  he  did  pledge  his 
infloeiice  in  procuring  legislMlive  indemnity,  with 
what  passed  in  relation  to  the  loan  of  They 

■eem  to  think,  that  “  these  solutions  are  certainly  ra¬ 
ther  to  be  supposed,  than  that  there  lias  been  decep¬ 
tion  or  wilful  misrepreseolatiuu,  on  the  one  side  or 
the  other.” 

The  undersigned  cannot  admit,  that  eiliier  of  these 
solutions,  although  offered  w  ith  so  much  benevolenee, 
is  applicable  to  the  case.  They  cannot  admit,  that 
their  recollection,  as  to  the  representations  of  the 
Governor  in  regard  to  the  treasury  notes,  has  either 
been  aided  or  confused  by  his  Excellencv’s  account, 
exhibited  in  the  summer;  and  with  respect  to  the 
legislative  pledge,  the  extract  from  the  minutes  of  the 
Cotaiuhtee  of  Defence  of  Dec.  ^Ist,  taken  down  by 
Alderman  Smith,  from  his  Excellency’s  lips,  fur¬ 
nishes  too  sbnndant  proof,  that  in  Uiis  respect  also, 
kit  Excellency’s  memory  is  not  so  perfect  us  the  au- 
thoi*s  of  the  Ht^futuHon'*  yrould  wish  to  represent 
1^ 

The  undersigned,  in  addition  to  all  this,  well  reooj- 
leet,  the  unfeigned  surprise  of  the  wh  ‘it-  committee, 

•  -Wr.  Tucker  recollects  the  precise  sum  of 
750,000  dollars,  Mderman  Buekptattcr  hm  stated  U 
JHU  cither  7^  or  750,000, 


such  a  declaration  to  the  committee  The  authors  of 
that  publication  meri  ly  argue  the  irnprobjihility  ofhh 
having  made  it  from  t>»o  .'tllrgcd  lads,  first,  that  up 
to  the  tilst  ofDcccnjber,  tlie  period  in  question, 
5^700,000  **  was  the  whole  ainounl  of  all  the  ireasupj 
notes  which  were  remit icil  to  the  governor”  ami  thst 
thefainount  of  75o,0t>0  dollars,  was  not  made  up  until 
50  00(1  dollars  were  afterwards  received  by  him,  in 
.April  last,  and  second,  that  at  the  lime  the  governor 
negociated  with  the  corporation  or  cominiUce,  lor 
the  loan  of  4s0,000  dollars,  he  had  in  his  hands  mi 
other  Ireasui*}  notrs  than  1;>0, 000  dollars,  the  Iwilance 
whicli  remained  of  the  fi(X),(K)0  after  specific  appro- 
priationn  hy  orders  of  the  government  ’* 

VV'ilh  regal'd  to  their  remark,  predicated  on  the 
first  assertion,  that  if  the  go'crnor  had  intemird  to 
misrepresent  in  December,  it  would  be  very  exlrin 
ordinary  that  his  misre[iresenlation  should  cones* 
pond  with  an  amount  which  was  not  deleimineu  lill 
the  April  following  the  undersigned  would  otiIv  ro 
mark,  that  there  are  many  very  cxtiwordinary  cir- 
cnmstariues,  in  this  very  extraordinary  ti ansaclioii, 
and  thev  will  venture  to  observe,  tliat  in  Ihcir  opinion 
one  of  them,  and  that  not  the  least  reniarkabJe,  is, 
that  the  undersigned,  their  three  associates,  and  alto 
Messrs.  Clinton,  Furman  and  Mercein,  wlio  all  htard 
the  governor’s  (leclataliim,  who  all  have  asserted  tlitir 
recollection  of  the  fact,  and  who,  all  hut  two,  fix  up(iU 
the  precise  numerical  sums  ;  should  be  supposed,  by 
the  unthurs  of  the**  uefutation”  ic  be  all  mista¬ 
ken  in  so  essential  a  circumstance,  in  an  important 
contract  made  in  their  presence.  It  is  quite  intinute- 
I  rial,  ill  estimating  the  correctness  of  their

whether  the  amount  said  to  he  in  his  possession  w.'.s 
750  or  700  or  even  ;  f<>*‘»  if  the  stall  nients  ot 

the  “  ItErwTATiox”  Jire  to  be  credited,  the  go\cr- 
nor  could  not  have  staled  any  sum  w  hatever,  as  be* 
ingin  his  pussession,  for  the  purpose  alleged,  aii<l  lx* 
consistent  with  truth,  even  tlie  1. >0,000  dollars  whiili 
thej  say,  he  took  upon  himself  all  the  reiponsibilify  nt 
nft'ering  to  Mr.  Mercein,  and  whicli  were  dedal eU to 
he  all  he  had  in  his  possession  when  he  neg'oeiaied  the 
loan,  were  the  balance  in  his  hands  of  remitianves 
sent  to  him  to  be  converted  into  money  ^/br  other  pnv^ 
poses. 

If  we  believe  the  statement  of  tlie  **  Uefuta- 
TJON,”  the  public  ntust  helitve  that  the  corporaliou 
made  the  loan  to  his  Excellency  on  the  faith  ol  a  de¬ 
posit  of  treasury  notes,  all  of  winch  he  viusyel  to  pro* 
cure,  and  that  without  any  piedge  iu  behalf  of  the  le¬ 
gislature.  Of  course,  all  the  recuileclioii.s  cl  the 
committee  and  olhci  s,  must  be  merechimerus  dtbe 
imagination,  conjured  up  by  their  own  fancies,  «i>d 
w  hich  received  **  body  and  shape*’  merely  fi  oju  their 
seeing  **  the  foot  of  an  account”  six  iiiontlis  aticf- 
Vprds^  and  the  rcmtiubrance  of  a  former  pledge. 
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Xo !  The  undersigned  wre  of  opinion  that  when  the 
4jovernor  on  the^lst  «f  December. and  in  their  seve¬ 
ral  anterior  convcrsaiious,  stated  to  the ’committee 

that  he  ha<l  a  sufficiency  rl' notes  in  Ida  possession  to 
make  the  deposit,  he  nclnnllv  told  them  the  truth. 

As  their  reasons  tor  believing  this,  they  offer  to  the 
public  the  following  facts.  It  is  admitted  in  the  **  RE- 
rUTATiON,”  that  on  the  *2lstand  25th  of  Novem¬ 
ber,  1814,  his  Excellency  had  received  from  the  Sec¬ 
retary  at  War  70 ’.tKX)  dollars  in  treasury  notes  “  to 
convert  into  money  **  Whether  this  amount  was  all 
which  his  Excellency  receiveil,  the  committee  have 
no  means  of  tietermming.  This  sum  however,  is  suf¬ 
ficient  for  the  p«n'pose.

The  undersigned  proceed  upon  positive  informa¬ 
tion,  when  thi-y  assert  the  following  as  facto  That 
the  5.5,000  riollars  deposited  with  the  City  Bank,  anti 
also  the  1 65,0<*0  dollars  deposited  witli  the  Bank  of 
America,  instead  of  being  ileposited  ecr/w  in  Decern’ 
boVf  were  not  ileposit'Hl  until  tl»e  illh  day  of  that 
month  ;  the  very  day  Ids  Evceliency  rcceivetl  the 
4()U,lHiO  dollars  from  Mr.  .Merccin.

60  ilays,  and  payable  at  the 
Mechanics’  Bunk,  'flic  draft  came  due  on  the  I7lh 
of  December,  and  payable  on  the  20th,  and  as  the  U- 
nited  States  were  not,  at  least  at  that  lime,  in  the 
habit  of  paying  their  debts  before  they  were  both  due 
and  payable,  it  is  to  be  presumed  that  the  deposit 
was  not  made  before  the  last  menlioued  day.  But 
the  fact  is,  it  was  not  even  then  made  nor  until  seve¬ 
ral  daj  s  after  ;  because  the  letter  of  the  cashier  of  the 
Mechanics*  Hank,  written  shortly  after  they  were 
deposited,  ail  vising  Mr.  Hunt  of  the  deposit,  is  not 
dated  until  the  ^Tib  of  that  month. 

The  .sce.ond  loan  from  tlie  .Manhattan  Company,  of 
60,(KM)  iloltai  «,  iubtead  ot  being  inaile  “  eai  ly  in  De¬ 
cember,’' v  as  not  in  fact  profiooedlct  that  institution 
until  bate  in  the  c'eniug  of  the  very  ilay  when  the 
Governor  left  toun  for  Albany,  the  2*itU.  This  loan 
was  not  cfinsulcped  by  tlie  bank  as  concluded  until 
the  2Sih,  from  wbicb  period  the  Governor  u'as  cbar4> 
ged  with  the  interest  thereon,  and  befoi*c  which,  Uie 
notes  were  not  deposited  ;  and  when  they  vi’ere  dejios- 
ited,  the  deposit  was  made  in  the  Stale  Bank  at  Alba- 
ny,  to  the  credit  of  the  Manhattan  Company. 

From  this  sialemeiit  of/i;c/»,  it  appeal's,  that  on 
the  2lsi  of  December,  when  the  terms  of  the  loan 
Were  finally  agreed  n]ion  between  bis  Excellency  and 
the  committee  of  liefence,  his  Excellency  ^'Rctually 
had  in  his  possession  .*  large  aiaonut  of  unappropria¬ 
ted  treasury  notes,  out  of  w  hich  he  might  have  made 
g<Hid  the  promised  deposit  of  44O,0tK)  UolUrs.  His 
mccliwiicT  had  iu  his  posictslon— -

It  is  admitted  t  hat  the  City  Bank  had  agreed  hefora 
the  24lh,  to  make  their  U>an,  but  his  excellency  dht 
not  embrace  the  offer  until  the  24th,  after  he  had 
made  sure  of  the  Cor|.oi*alion  loan.  With  resjiect  to 
the  loan  of  lC5,(KiO  dollar*  from  the  Bank  of  Ameri¬ 
ca,  and  that  td'  50,000  dollars  from  the  Manhattan 
Company,  it  is  very  certain  that  they  were  not  even 
proposed  until  after  the  2l8t. 

Although  the  deposit  witii  the  Mechanics’  Bank  is 
stated  to  have  been  made  in  piirsuam^e  of  a  letter 
from  the  8eci*etary  ai  war,  dated  on  the  I4th,  yet  as 
this  letter  could  not  have  readied  his  excellency  rin-  . 
til  the  i7lh„theday  oii  which  the  Washington  mail 
of  the  first  mentioned  day  reached  New  Yoidt,  it  U 
evident,  that,  as  those  very  notes  were  part  of  i*emit- 
tanrts  made  f»'r  the  purfioses,  not  of  paying  drufiis, 
but  of  being  converted  into  mon/nij  they  must  have 
bern  p.art  of  ihose  unt  of  which  his  excelU  ncy  pro¬ 
mised  the  de|>ostt  to  the  Corporation.  'That  they 
were  part  of  the  same  notes,  receives  ailditioiiul  evi¬ 
dence  from  the  certificate  of  Judge  Prevost  Fnim 
th.U  document  it  appears,  that  sev  early  as  the  15th, 
before  he  could  have  rcetuvtd  the  secrctai'y’s  letter, 
his  excellcuc)  had  mat! e  .such  progress  ia  his  negocia- 
tions  with  the  Commiliee,  that  he  informed  that  gen- 
ttemaii,  lint.  he  could  effect  .a  loan  from  the  f ’or- 
{Kjratiou  ujuiu  a  dcpmnt  of  stock  or  ’IVeasury  notes, 
at  the  rote  oi  oue  hundi'ed  and  ten  for  each  one  huif 
dreil  dollars.” 

From  the  whole  of  this  statement,  it  most  coneJo- 
sively  appears,  that  wiien  the  auihotsiff  the  refuta¬ 
tion  declare  “  it  setius  very  ceriain,  that  at  the  time 
the  governor  negrajinted  with  the  Gorimration,  or 
their  Committee,  for  the  loan  of  4(M),G<»()  ilollars,  h% 
had  in  his  liHiids  no  other  Treasury  notes  than 
IXK)  dollars.”  that  they  assert  wliat  indisputable  factx 
prove  to  he  manifeslly  untrue. 

With  iegar<l  to  the  mission  of  Judge  Prevost  an'} 
Col.  Fenwick,  to  ^Vashington,  as  it  w a*  never  com¬ 
municated  totliera,  the  Commillee  and  live  Corpora- 
tion  knew  nothing.  They  had  every  reason  to  ex¬ 
pect  that  the  'rreastiiy  notes,  to  be  deiKisited,  worn 
actually  in  the  hands  of  the  (lOve  nor  ;  and,  dth«>ug.H 
it  now  appears,  for  the  first  lime,  from  the  REre> 
TA  riox,”  that  after  his  excellency  had  sccurciJ  »ho 
lo:in  from  the  CorjMiration,  he  devoted  the  noie.s, 
which  he  was  to  have  deposited  with  them,  to  rai^o 
other  loans,  then  so  accrfHftble  to  kis  employers,  re- 
lying  upon  their  wtllingnc.ss  to  prorrde  him  "with  oth¬ 
ers  ;  yet  it  also  .ippears  Uiai  the  Committee  Mero 
strictly  correct  in  their  stHtenient  of  the  2dih  No¬ 
vember,  although  their  report  of  that  tlay  h;».s  been 
branded  with  the  (rflious  eliaracler  of  being  a  el  argo  - 
against  hi*  excellency  intended  to  impeach  bis  con¬ 
duct  and  im].*licnte  his  character.” 

In  relation  to  the  Certificate  of  Mr  Edmonds,  of 
what  passed  at  the  interview  between  bis  excelle*  ey 
and  .V2r.

St  by  without  expressing  their  strongest  indignation. 

The  statements  of  both  :Mr  Mercein  aiul  Mr 
'Edmunds  are  before  the  public  VI r.  Mercein,  in 
two  days  after  the  interview,  which  took  place  on 
Saturday  almut  noon,  gave  to  the  Committee  of  De¬ 
fence,  and  to  General  Morton  and  Mr.  Furinun, 
precisely  the  same  account  of  what  passed  between 
liiniselfand  the  Governor,  as  that  contained  in  his 
'OfTicial  letter  to  Col.  Fish  of  June  1815,  con¬ 

tained  in  the  report  of  Xovemher  ‘20th,  ami  adtich 
•he  has  lately  coniirnied  under  the  solemnity  of  an 
oath. 

When  it  is  considered  tfiat  this  statement  was  made 
at  a  time  when  no  political  feelings  had  been  excited 
thesulgect,  when  it  was  supposed  that  the  Guver- 
stipulation  would  yet  he  complied  with,  and 
'’V'her.*m>t  the  most  distant  idea  had  even  entereil  the 
'mind  of  any  one  that  puhllcity  would  ever  be  given 
to  the  transaction — is  it  unreasonable  that  the  under¬ 
signed  or  that  the  public  should  believe,  nay,  are 
they  not  bownd  to  believe  .VI r.  Mei'cem,  and  to  re¬ 
ject  as  fabulous  tlie  statement  of  Mr.  Edmunds— a 
statement  made  nearly  a  year  after  the  transaction, 
And  after  those  fccliygs  had  become  strongly  exci- 
ted  ? 

If  In  addition  to  this  general  presumption,  there  are 
4wo  other  reasons  for  this  rejection. 

Mr.  Edmonds  asserts,  that  “  he  was  informed  by 
the  mayor,  the  committee  of  defence  and  the  comp¬ 
troller,  that  the  corporation  hail  agreed  to  pay  the 
militia  monthly,  that  were  called  out  by  the  Gover- 
vtor  for  the  defeuca  of  ll«c  city  and  harbor  of  New- 
York” 

Tills  assertion  thus  explicitly  made, ‘the  under¬ 
signed  do  not  hesitate  in  the  mast  solemn  and  une* 
4iui vocal  manner,  puhliely  to  deny.  Neither  the 
snayor,  the  committee,  nor  the  comptroller,  ever 
gpive  him  this  information  ;  nor  could  they,  for  such 
■was  not  the  fact.  Tins  appears  manifest  from  the  a- 
foregoing  sketch  of  all  the  transactions  of  1814,  and 
ns  even  evhlcnt  from  his  eitccllency’s  letter  to  the 
committee  of  the  19th  Nov.  Mr.  Edmonds  also  as¬ 
serts  in  substance,  that  when  Mr.  Mercein  called  on 
Ohe  Governor,  his  F/K«‘t‘llency  told  that  gentleman 
that  he  had  in  his  hands  no  more  treasury  notes  than 
-an  unexpended  balance  of  between  one  and  twohiin> 
tired  thousand  dollars.  This  indefiuHe  amount  allu- 
‘<Ief!  toby  Vfr.  Edmonds  is  ascertained  from  the  other 
•jiarts  ofihe  **  refutation**  to  have  been  the  balancs 

2 :}0,000  dollars  so  tiftcn  mentioned.  And  it  has 
•l/ccn  satisfactorily  proved,  that  this  was  not  the  only^ 
amount  in  his  Excellency’s  hands,  at  that  time,  this 
•statement  of  Mr.  Edmonds  cannot  be  credited,  un¬ 
less  the  public  are  dis'iosed  to  believe  that  bis  Ex- 
t/cllency  told  Mr  .Mercein  a  falshood  ;  and  believe 
»t  his  too,  upon  the  authority  of  a  certificate,  intended 
:to  support  his  reputatum. 

The  undersigned  have  long  been  personally  ac- 
nnaiiited  with  .Vlr.  .Mercein,  and  witnessed  his  con- 
'dnet,  as  well  in  private  life,  as  tn  situations  of  high 
‘trust  and  respousibiliyv.  His  conduct  ImKH  as  a  pri- 
♦-itie  Citizen  and  public  officer,  have  estahlisheil  for 
him,  a  reputation  for  lutcgriu  and  intelKgcnce,  not 
T'vadily  to  he  shaken  or  to  lie  sullied  \s comptroller 

of  the  citv,  he  has  long  possessed  the  esteem  and  con¬ 
fidence  of  every  mcniher  of  the  corporation  ;  and  his 
amiable  qualities  have  secured  to  liimseM'  the  fricful- 
ship  of  most  of  them.  Fnm  his  constant  attendance 
upon  the  meetings  of  the  flommittee  and  Common 
'< Council,  he  was  peifertly  acquainted  with  all  their 
transactions,  and  with  the  nature  and  progress  of  the 
negotUtion  for  the  loan  And  is  it  lo  be  credited, 
^hnt  when  he  waited  on  his  EircellencT,  by  directions 
wf  the  committee,  merely  for  the  ministerial  purpose 
.«<if  delivering  ilie  money  and  Tcccivuig  the  noleSj  il 


such  a  conversation  had  taken  place,  as  that  iww 
sented  by  Mr.  Edmonds,  so  contrary  to  all 
liectations  and  to  those  of  the  courniittee,  he  wouM* 
iiay,  that  lie  possibly  could,  have  forgotten  its  lu^ 
stance,  or  so  niateriaily  mibrepresentcd  -it,  on  his  pc- 
turn  to  his  eniploy«rs  ? 

rhe  undersigned  appeal  confidently  to  the  publis. 
whether  in  the  foregoing  statement,  (the  necessary 
•ength  of  whivh  the}  regret,  as  well  as  the  occaaioti 
which  has  compelled  them  to  make  it,)  they  have  not 
establisned,  beyond  coiitioversy,  the  following  facn, 
in  op4>ositiou  to  the  publi  aiion  which  has  given  rise 
to  this  address.

Thai  their  onlj 
stipulations  which  were  accepted  by  his  Excellenci-, 
or  the  United  Slates  were,  first  for  the  montbiy 
pay”  of  the  men  called  out  on  the  4lh  of  An- 

gust ;  and  the  second,  for  a  “  zealous  co-operation 
^ the  coiqioration,  in  all  measures  oalculatca  to  pm. 
mrte  the  public  security,”  and  that  both  these  pledg¬ 
es  were  fully  redeemed. 

4.  That  the  corporation,  altho*  they  made  the  loan 
of  4(H),()00  dollars  to  his  excellency,  cheerfully  ami 
unanimously,  were  not  bound,  by  any  previous  pledge, 
to  make 'that  loan  ;  much  less  to  make  it,  withuut 
any  specific  security,  except  the  genenil  confidence 
that  the  same  would  be  reimbursed  by  the  Uniied 
States.

deposit  44fh00U  dolls,  thereof,  with  the  committee, 
as  a  security  fur  the  loau. 

7th«  That  his  Excellency  actually  had  in  his  fos- 
session,  at  the  time  he  gave  these  assurances  to  ikc 
committee,  a  sufficient  quantity  of  freasury  note^, 
out  of  which  he  miglit ‘have  made  the  deposit,  with¬ 
out  violating  any  previous  engagement. 

And  lastly,  that  his  Excellency  never  h.xs  to  this 
day,  redeemed  either  the  pledge  of  legislative  hideni* 
iiity,  or  that  of  making  the  promised  deposit.

It  has  taught  us  the  necessity  of  being  at 
all  times  prepared  for  war. 

Although  New-Jersey,  has  not  in  the 
late  contest  experienced  the  ravages  of  an 
invading  foe,  our  militia  have  shown  the 
utmost  alacrity  in  performing  all  such  du¬ 
ties  as  have  been  required  of  them ;  and 
many  of  our  citizens,  by  the  brilliancy  of 
their  achievements  have  conferred  the  high¬ 
est  honour  on  the  states.  We  may  dwell  with 
peculiar  complacency  ujion  the  names  of 
Pike,  Lawrence  an<l  Baiubridge.  The  two 
former  have  left  a  bright  example  for  the 
imitation  of  future  heroes,  the  latter  still 
lives  to  Nvear  his  laurels  and  to  defend  his 
country’s  rights,  whenever  they  shall  be  in¬ 
vaded. 

The  return  of  Peace  w  ill  probably  ren¬ 
der  it  expedient  to  revise  some  part  of  our 
militia  law  ;  in  doing  this,  it  will  be  proper 
to  consider,  how  far  the  officers  and  privates 
who  have  served  in  the  United  States  ar¬ 
my,  should  be  exempted  from  the  perform 
aiice  of  the  ordinary  militia  duties.

'Phose  improvements  have 
greatly  facilitated  the  means  of  conveying

Iperty,  they  have  increased  the  means  of 
filling  the  state  treasury,  while  they  have 
taken  nothing  fi-om  it.  No  further  legisla¬ 
tive  aid  has  been  necessary,  than  to  give 
a  proper  direction  to  tlie  enterprise  of  our 
wealthy  citizens.

fomi  an  imporfant  link  in  that  vast  chaia 
of  internal  navigation,  which  our  country 
admits  ol*,  and  which  will,  at  some  luture 
period,  adord  us  security  in  war,  and  an 
abundant  source  of  wealth  in  {leace,  while 
it  will  form  a  permanent  bond  of  unk>u 
among  the  Atlantic  states.  All  local  con¬ 
siderations  should  yield,  when  put  in  com¬ 
petition  with  an  object  so  highly  interesting, 
not  only  to  this  state,  but  to  the  union  al 
large. 

Our  infant  manufactures  will  undoubtetiU 
ly  claim  your  earnest  attention.  On  tb» 
subject.  New-Jersey  is  deeply  interested. 
Much  of  our  capital  is  already  invested  ia 
ihanufiicturing  establishments ;  and  many 
of  those  establishments  must  fail  if  left  with¬ 
out  protection  to  struggle  in  a  market,  in?- 
undated  with  goods  of  British  manufacture. 

The  warehouses  of  the  manufacturing 
towns  of  England,  where  goods  have  beem 
accumulating  for  years  past,  are  suddenly 
emptied  U{)on  us,  with  a  profusion,  that 
must  eventually  ruin  many  of  the  manufac¬ 
turers  in  that  country,  as  well  as  im|K}rtem 
in.  this. 

It  may  be  said,  that  our  manuTactnrefS 
might  have  foreseen,  and  ought  to  have 
i)eeii  prepared  to  meet  the  circumstaacen 
which  cause  their  present  distress.  Tbey^ 
did  anticipate  a  severe  check  to  their  busi¬ 
ness,  upon  the  return  of  peace,  but  as  tte 
establishments  made  by  them  during  the 
war,  were  such  as  our  situation  absolutely 
required  at  tliat  time,  and  as  they  may  e- 
ventually  become  of  immense  advantage  to 
the  country,  if  protected,  the  adveoturefe 
were  justifiable  in  calculating  uf>on  a  libe¬ 
ral  support,  as  well  from  the  general  gov¬ 
ernment,  aa  from  the  legislatures  of  Uie  lev- 
eral  states^ 

England  owes  much  of  its  present  wealth) 
to  the  legislative  protection  affords!  to  U» 
manufacturers.  As  early  as  the  reign  oT 
EdwapJ  the  IV.  the  English  paiiiameni 
prohibited  the  importation  of  a  great  variety 
of  articles  of  foreign  manufacture  in  Eng¬ 
land  and  Wales;  and  this  policy  under' 
different  modifications,  they  have  wisely 
pursued  ever  since.  A  similar  |K>licy  to 
certain  extent  would  undoubtedly  be  projicr 
for  the  United  States. 

Although  our  manufacturers  mt]st  depend 
chiefly  u|)on  the  wisdom  of  Congress  for  re¬ 
lief,  yet  I  am  confident  thev  wdH  receive 
from  you  such  aid  as  the  limtted  means  of  o 
state  Icgislalure  cun  affords 

It  is- a  pleasing  refiecil«)fl,  that  as  peaeo 
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«Dd  profiperity  return,  party  spirit  subsides  ; 
political  animosity  yields  to  a  general  emu¬ 
lation  to  prttmoie  the  public  good;  and  if 
we  preserve  the  hirmony  of  our  councils, 
which  now  happily  prevails,  we  may  rea 
tonably  hope  to  perform  the  duties  im|K>sed 
upon  us,  in  a  manner,  honorable  to  our¬ 
selves,  and  'satisbiCtory  to  those,  for  whom 
we  act.

THE  MINT  ESTABLLSIIMEXT. 

Report  of  the  Director  to  the  President  of  the 
United  Stales : 

Mint  of  the  United  States, 
January  1,  1816. 

Sir — I  have  the  honour,  at  this  time,  of 
laying  before  you,  a  report  of  tlie  ojiera- 
tions  of  the  Mint,  (luring  the  last  year- 

From  the  statement  of  the  treasurer, 
herewith  transmitted,  it  will  appear,  that 
during  that  period  there  have  been  struck 
at  the  mint — 

In  gold  coins,  685  pieces,  amounting  to 
3,175  dollars : 

In  silver  coins,  69,23:'  pieces,  amounting  to 
17,308  dollars;. making  in  the  whole  60^867 
pieces,  amounting  to  20,482  dollars- 

The  high  price  of  gold  and  silver  bullion, 
for  some  time  past,  in  the  current  paper 
money  of  the  country,  has  prevented,  and, 
as  long  as  this  shalbcontinue  to  be  the  case, 
must  necessarily  prevent  deposits  of  these 
metals  being  made  for  coinage,  to  any  con¬ 
siderable  amount.  But  a  fresh  supply  of 
copper  having  lately  been  received  at  the 
mint,  we  have  again  resumed  the  coinage 
of  cents;  and  it  is  believed  that  we  shall, 
in  the  course  of  the  year,  should  no  failure 
in  the  expected  supply  of  copper  take  place, 
be  fully  able  to  coin  fifty  tons  weight, 
amounting  to  nearly  47,000- dollars;  and 
that,  with  a  regular  supply  ofcopiier,  which 
can  readily  be  procured;  on  terms  highly 
ndvantageousto  government,  we  can  conti¬ 
nue  to  coin  fifty  tons  per  annum,  as  long  as 
it  may  be  judged  expedient. 

The  circulation  of  these  copper  coins, 
«ndiof  those  heretofore  iasued  Crom.the  mint, 
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which  their  relations  are  most  inter¬ 
esting.  Hit  is  impossible  not  to  see  that 
Eumpe  is  more  nfHitary  than  ever,  and  that 
accustomed  b^‘  twenty  years  of  war  to  exer¬ 
tions  that  were  once  thought  impracticable, 
her  governments  have  acquired  a  power 
which  makes  preparation  more  dithcult  and 
more  necessary,  on  the  part  of  every  state 
exposed  to  the  chance  of  their  hostility. 
It  must  be  doubtful  what  [precise  increase 
of  ex[)enditure  these  considerations  of  fo¬ 
reign  policy  or  views  v)f  internal  improve- 
inenl,  may  induce  congress  eventually  to 
authorize ;  but  even  the  measures  uow  be¬ 
fore  them  appear  to  require  a  consiilerable 
addition  to  the  estimates  of  the  annual 
peace  expenditure. 

The  only  prejiaration  against  the  dan¬ 
gers  of  foreign  aggressions,  w  hich  it  fails 
within  the  duties  of  the  committee  of  ways 
and  means  to  recommend,  is  that  of  a  re¬ 
venue;  which,  in  supplying  the  wants  of 
the  government,  shall  not  burllien  unne¬ 
cessarily  the  imlustry  of  the  citizens’;  which 
shall  be  capable  of  repairing,  by  an  exfian- 
don  of  the  powers  of  some  of  its  parts,  the 
injuries  which  war  may  inflict  in  others; 
and  above  all,  shall  be  disencumbered  from 
debt  as  soon  as  the  resources  of  the  country 
and  the  conditions  of  its  contracts  will  per¬ 
mit.  Public  debts  have  indeed  sometimes 
been  considered  as  giving  stabilit}^  ami  or¬ 
der  to  a  state,  but  the  committee  can  never 
believe  that  a  government  which  secures 
every  civil  and  political  right  to  the  great 
body  of  the  people,  can  want  that  security 
which  would  be  afforded  by  the  distribution 
of  any  amount  of  annual  interest  upon  its 
debt,  which  to  be  received  by  the  few  must 
be  paid  by  the  many.  It  m  ly  l>e  true  that 
a  public  (leht  only  makes  a  different  distri¬ 
bution  of  the  income  of  society,  but  it  pays 
the  stockholder  what  should  be  reserved  for 
8Hj)porting  the  seaman  and  the  soldier. 
That  government  indeed*do<s  well,  which, 
when  forced  into  war,  brings  into  the  con¬ 
test  every  resource  which  credit  or  reve¬ 
nue  can  fnniish ;  but  it  neglects  one  of  its 
first  duties  when  it  allows  the  season  of 
peace  to  pass  aw^ay  without  an  adequate 
provision  for  removing  every  encumbrance 
upon  its  efTcefive  revenue.  The  commit¬ 
tee  arconlinjrly  consider  it  as  an  indispensa¬ 
ble  requisite  in  any  arrangement  of  reve- 
nne  and  expenditure  in  i^eace,  that  it  shall 
provide  for  the  ra])id  extinguishment  of  the 
public  debt.
